BOISE, Feb. U nj.R>-CUllord J. 
Strike, 53. president and chalr- 
ot Uie board of directors of 
the Idaho Power company since 103B, 
died at his home In Boise about 
1. today. Ho had bern in 111 
health for about a year. 

He was bom April 11, 1835, nt New 
Hampton, la. He started In Uie 
electric utility business as a Ilne- 
In SouUi Dakota In ISl!, Sit 
later ho orunnlrcd and was 
president of tlio Coaiumers Electric 
Service company at Wehiter, B. D. 

When that firm was merged wllh 
Uie Northwestern Public Service 
company In 1024, ho became sales 
manager of ttie new organlutlon. 
Brcildcnt In I03I 
In IMI ho became vice president 
and Kcneral manager of the north- 
western company and In 1037 was 
made president of that flnn and 
three affiliated companies. 

A year later he became preildent. 
general manager ond chairman of 
the board of the Idaho Power com- 
pany. Last June, because of 111 
health, he rcllnquis'hcd Uic general 
manaficrship to T. E. Itoaeh. Port- 
land, Ore., but retained the oKlee 
of president and board chairman. 
Extended Service 
Strike played a major part In 
sprc.-idlng Uio Idaho power lines 
Into agricultural- areas of sauUiem 
Idaho.

PAYETTE, Feb. 11 (U.R)_Idaho'a 19-17 school reorsaniza- 
tlon law.s were taken into Payette county di.itrict court for 
their first lepal te.<!t today by two trustees of the Payette 
county school di.itrict No, 1. 

The truatees, GeorRC T. Durham and Herbert Fields, chal- 
lenged the constitutionality of the law.-) in a suit brouRht 
apninst the state school rcorRunizntion committee, tho Pay- 
ette county rcorifanizntion committee and the Payt'tte county 
board of education. 
The truatee s held in their complaint that the lepi.tluturo 
exceeded its authority in cn- 
acttntr tliQ laws, which pro- 
vide for con.'iolidation of 
school districts and created 
county boards of education. 

Tlic complaint attacked tho law 
on the.^e grounds: 

1. The Icglslalure exceeded Ita 
thorliy In projioslng a constitution 
amendment alMllshltig tlio office of 
counly eupcrlntendent of schools, 

2. Aulhorltlng the county board of 
education lo appoint a county au- 
perlnlendcnl Is unconsUtuilonal. 

3. The legislature acted beyond lla 
power In authorlilng counly com- 
missioners lo abollsli achool dis- 
tricts and to vacate olflccs of school 
trualcM. 

4. llie legislature Hccedcd lla au- 
thority when it required county of- 
ficers to surrender all money and 
propcrUes held by them for school 
dlalrlcts. 

3. Tho legislature exceeded lU au- 
thority In providing that members 
of the counly board of education 
almll be named by members of tho 
Khool boards and not by Uie elec-

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SOVIET ADOPTS "DEFENSIVE" 
In i. statement of polite, reasonable and 
devutating logic, Dr. Albert Einstein has 
answered an attack by four Soviet scientists 
on hla support of "world government,'' 
reply to a typical restatement ol current 
Soviet policy Includes these words: 

"Alttiough your letter. In the main, 
clothed In an attack upon the non-soclallstic 
foreign countries, particularly the United 
States, I believe that behind the aggressive 
front there lies a defensive mental attitude 
which la nothing; else but the trend towards 
an almost unlimited Isolationism." 

The truth of Dr. Einstein's diagnosis Is 
borne out In the new decree of silence that 
the Soviet government has Imposed on \ts 
subjects. Henceforth foreign representatfves 
In Russia will get the answer to questions on 
"matters of substance" only through official 
channels. 

7?ie mlnlJlry of toreign trade will be per- 
: mitted to answer questions In Its own field. 
; All other olllclal and Journalistic business 
'• will have to be transacted through Mr. Molo- 
' tov's ministry of foreign afaflrs. 

Clerks and tradesmen can talt to for- 

■ elgnera In selling their goods and services, 
: but they can't Indulge in other questions. 

■ answers, or friendly conversation. Their 
: freedom of speech will be confined "within 
. the limits of carrying out their natural 
: functions." 

This Is a great pity, for the Russian John 
• Doe seemed a likable guy. At least a lot of 
: our soldiers liked the Russian OIs they met 
' during the war. 

There was something pathetic In their re- 
' ports of the Russian's hungry curiosity about 
. America and Americans. His Ignorance 
" seemed only to bo exceeded by his surprise 
: when he heard about American customs and 
' freedoms. 

- But even those few rays of light were too 

" itrong for the Bovlet government. So now the 
Incredible regulation of Its subjects' lives Is 

'. almost complete. Now those subjects are for- 
bidden to hear the truth as well as to read 
the truth obout the outside world. The gate 

, has been closed upon the view of happier 

' lands. Short of closing Its borders. Russia has 
Isolated Its people as thoroughly as did the 

. feudal Japan of a century ago. 

Now the Soviet propogandlsts can prey upon 

' the Russians' fears and prides without Intcr- 

■ ruptlon — except when some brave soul sneaks 
to a shortwave radio. 

It seems that every American writer who 
has got outside Moscow and talked to the 
people has brought back the same mcs^sogc 
from the Russians: "We don't want war." 
They want only to repair the devastation of 

■ the naz! Invasion and make another start 
' toward their promised Utopia. Yet enough 

false and fearsome stories of aggression 

■ might find them in reluctant readiness to 
fight. If the word were given. 

It is a cruel and ominous thing, this Rus- 
sian gag. But there Is one hope for the Rus- 
sian people and for the rest of us. Soviet 
policy has taken some sharp turns In the 
post, and It probably will turn again. Mean- 
while, the kremlln's latest action seems a 
prefect example of "the defensive mental 
attitude" and action bom of fear, desperation, 
and uncertainty. 




IDEALS, PRACTICES 
"We believe that all men are created equal 
and that they have the right to equal Justice 
under law. 

"We believe that all men have the right to 
freedom of thought and of expression and 
the right to worship as they please. 

"We believe that all men are entitled to 
equal opportunities for Jobs, for homes, for 
good health and for education. 

"We believe that all men should have a 
voice In their government and that govcm- 
. ment should protect, not usurp, the rights of 
. the people." 

Those words are from President Truman's 
message to congress on civil rights. The 
message goes on to a.sk for legislation that, 
would safeguard those rights more fully than 
they are safcjuarded now. It cannot be 
called a political message, since It only asks 
a tpcclllc application of rights that are 
guaranteed Implicitly by the constitution. 

Yet the message Is bound to create political 
opposition. It will come from persons, in 
and out of congress, who pride themselves 
on their loyal Americanism and their rever- 
ence for the constitution. But they will be 
hard put to disprove Mr. Truman's conten- 
tion that, while "our basic human freedoms 
are better cored for and more vigilantly de- 
fended thon ever before," there Is still "a 
serious gap between our Ideals and some of , 
our practices." 

Thot gop hos existed since this republic 
was established. Mr. Truman sold nothing 
new when he reminded congress that "not 
■ all groups of our population are free from 
the fear of violence. Not all groups are free 
to live and work where they please. . . Hot all 
groups enjoy the full privileges of citizenship 
and participation in the government under 
Which they live. .

promhe to have numerous Important cftects. 

The process which has been developed In a pilot 
plant claims to uUllre for human use the entire wheal 
berry without loss of any eonslltuenb usuaHj sifted 
out In milling. It b claimed that 100 pounds of dean 
wheat yltlds 100 pounds ot finely ground whole wheal 
flour. The process b also said to retain the wheat 
germ In the flour and test flour conUl nln g an 
tlie elements has been stored for months tmder varied 
condllloiu and remained sweeL RemovA) of the 
wheat germ, contalnlns cU. has been necessary ta 
the milling proce.ws now used, «lnce It was found 
that In time the flour became racdd. 

The testa reported from the eolleje't laboratories 
Indicate that a good Quality bread has been hiked 
with special flour milled from a wheat ot 11.7 per 
cent protein content. Tesb with even lower proUta 
ore going forward and tnvestlgatora report poaslblUty 
that hard wheats from Uontana and the Dakotas 
now ohlpped In to blend 'with our soft wheaU for bread 
flour, may erentually be dlspetued with. 

Many additional atudlea are recognlicd as required 
bctore flnAl apprabab may be made o( tha new 
mllltng process. In the event theories now Indicated 
should become facta, a Butvlantbl contribution to the 
economy of the pacific northwest will deflnltelj have
